In its Oder reversing our June 19, 2003 Decision and Oder, the
United States District Court for the District of Rhode Island stated:
given the clear direction from the Court of Appeals on this
issue, this Court concludes that the bankruptcy court erred
when it denied Coastway the relief it sought, i.e., an order
conpelling the debtor to nake her election of one of the
options under Section 521(2)(A) and an order that she

performthe el ected option.”

In accordance with said instructions, our June 19, 2003 Oder is
vacated and Coastway Oedit Union's motion for an order conpelling the
Debtor to elect one of the options under Section 521(2)(A) is GRANTED.
In addition, the Debtor is ORDERED to:

(1) file a Statenent of Intention pursuant to 11 US. C § 521(2)
within 5 days from the date of this Oder, indicating that she wll:
(a) reaffirm the debt to Coastway; (b) redeem the collateral securing
the Coastway debt; or (c) surrender the collateral to Coastway; and

(2) performher stated intention within seven days.
